“I do not believe that Greece will

Greece is now involved in a terrible 
dilemma, whether to carry out 
its 
treaty obligations with Serbia and 
court the antagonism of Germany 


and Turkey or abandon Serbia and 
take chances with the entente allies. 
“King 
Constantine 
of 
Greece, 
brother in law of the 
kaiser, has 
tried to force a neutral attitude upon 
Greece although he h a s seen that 
England and France could not accept 
this. 
In order to gain time, England 
was permitted to land troops upon 
Greek territory. 
This was clearly a 
direct violation of the rules of in­ 
ternational, 
law and 
Austria and 
Germany offering serious and threat­ 
ening objections to this act of treaty 
violation. 
This violation has also 
placed the issue upon Greece and her 
recent attitude 
has 
been 
one 
of 
“watchful” waiting.” 
At the last 
moment, however, she has decided to 
accept the issue thus forced upon 
her by England-viz, Greece will com­ 
ply with all demands made by Great 
Britain, except those which necessi­ 


tate her immediate declaration of 
war against any country. 
Although it will take some keen 
diplomacy for Greece to escape safe - 
ly from such an entanglement with 
its plots and counter plots, I believe 
that Greece will avoid any actual 
participation in the present struggle.
